Mr. Lovett was 
not particularly interested in the coin 
sale campaign until he heard about 
the bitter tirade of abuse and mis- 
representation hurled against the me- 
morial association officers, the gov- 
ernor and myself, in the ‘debate 
Thursday afternoon. He said he was 
so outraged that he made up his mind 
to buy the entire Sandersville quota 
as a protest. 

“The narrow margin by which our 
resolution was defeated did ot repre- 
sent the prevailing sentiment, chap- 
ter by ehapter, among the Georgia U. 
D. C. The chapters vote fa a state 
convention on a graduated scale ac- 
cording to the membership of the chap- 
ters. On this basis, the Atlanta chap- 
ter had 25 votes and the Macon chap- 
ter had 11. The opposition to the 
memorial, as everyone knows, ema- 
nates from the Atlanta and Macon 
chapters. In the voting, these two 
chapters outvoted a large number of 
small chapters, although some of the 
best work for the memorial has been 
done by small chapters. 


Chapter Contributions. 


“For example, the Carrollton chap- 
ter, of which. am a member, although 
a small chapter, has subscribed $1,000 
to the memorial. So has the Carters- 
ville chapter; so has the Decatur 
chapter. The Waynesboro chapter has 
made two subscriptions of $1,000 each. 
Numerous other small chapters over 
the state have done magnificent work.

MITCHELL COUNSEL 
PLANS IN SECRET 
DEFENSE METHODS 


Reid Refuses To Reveal 
Tactics To Be Used When 
Court-Martial Trial Is 
Resumed Monday. 


Washington, October 31.—(?)— 
The court-martial trial of Colonel 
William Mitchell, based on charges 
specifying conduct prejudicial to 
military discipline and good order, as 
a result of his utterances in the air 
controversy, stood in recess today 
while counsel for the prosecution and 
defense secretly planned the methods 
of procedure they will follow when 
the trial is resumed Monday. 

Colonel Mitchell and his civilian 
counsel, Representative Reid, of Illi- 
nois, had two tentative plans under 
consideration but neither would say 
whether an attempt to put them be- 
fore the court Monday would be 
jmade. Qne was to’ request that 
President Coolidge be summoned as 
a witness, or asked to make a dep- 
osition concerning the accusations 
against the air officer. 

May Renew Challenge. 

The alternative plan was to renew 
the challenge as to the court’s, juris- 
diction to try Colonel Mitchell on the 
contention that it was irregular and 
illegal for the accuser to act as the 
final reviewing officer and to pass 
judgment on the accused. 

Mr. Reid attaches great importance 
to the admission made by Colonel 
Sherman Moreland, trial judge advo- 
cate, that the trial of Colonel Mitchell 
was ordered by President Coolidge, 
the secretary’ of war-actine as his 
agent, and not by either of the de- 
fendant’s commanding officers, Ma- 
jor General Ernest Hinds, of the 
eighth corps area, or Brigadier Gen- 
eral Samuel Rockenbach, of the Dis- 
trict of Washington. It is upon this 
admjssion that the defense counsel 
lays his contention that the presi- 
dent has become the - accuser of 
Colonel Mitchell. 

' Hold Coolidge Accuser.

“Pie budget committee does not feel 
that it. has completed its job of study- 
ine these agencies. Even in the case 
of organizations desiriag to do their 
very. best work, it is not always’ 
sible for them to know what is best 
for tliem to do, because they are not 
in“ a position to study the needs of 
the community as a whole. Therefore, 
our committee, which is not respon- 
sible for any one activity, can go 
about our task looking’ at the com- 
posite work and suggestiag elimina- 
tions and additions which result in 
¢sreater efficien@ and economy. 


Committee’s Pcssition. 


“The budget committee is rather 
in a position of helpfulness to the 
agencies and the Community Chest 
than a group to dictate, but it is true 
that* duriag the past year. some agen- 
cies haye been found which obviously 
were not performing a real service to 
Atlanta, so that the committee _ has 
had to dictate, to the extent that they 
saw that these agencies shall not re- 
ceive funds from the Community 
Chest for the kind of work which 
they were doing. 

“It is difficult for anvuie otitaide 
of those definitely responsible for 
budget making to realize the amount 
of time and thought necessary to dis- 
tribute properly the money raised an- 
nually for charitable and social pur- 
poses, 

“Each organization regards its. pro- 
gram as important and therefore feels 
that it should have an adequate bud- 
get. This feeling is coneurred in 
usually by the entire board, which in 
some cases represeats 40 or 50 re- 
sponsible citizens. 

Features of Work. 


“An interesting feature of the work 
of the budget committee which the 
ordinary person would not realize is 
that when these budget sheets are 
first received their total requests 
amount to the neighborhood of $1,- 
100,000 or $1,200,000. The commit- 
tee then starts in by analyzing the 
work of each agency a’ad cutting out 
everything except that which seems 
absolutely necessary. After all the 
budgets have been submitted the total 
ordinarily is very much larger than 
it would seem reasonable to suppose 
could be raised in Atlanta. There- 
fore, working on the assumption that 
all agencies “have been adjudged fair- 
ly, their budgets. are cut to the place 
where the totals do not exceed a rea- 
sonable amowat to ask of the citizens 
of Atlanta. 

“Many objections come to the atten- 
tion of the chest regarding use of any 
of its funds for character-build'ng 
agencies. This attitude on the part 
of the public should change to the 
point where it will feel more interest 
in that part of the Community Chest 
which prevents distress rather than 
that which relieves it. It will always 
be necessary to meet the actual chari- 
table problems which arise, but the 
number of such cases will depend ab- 
solutely and entirely on the work in 
building up these programs which tend 
to prevent the development of dis- 
tressing situations. 

“Ia my opinion 
Chest has always performed an in- 
dispensible service for Atlanta, but 
its ability to perform advantageously 
is increasing constantly.’

$30,000 debt was paid off and $600 
left in the treasury of the Athletic 
association. 


With efficient officers and brilliant 
prospects began the season of ‘97. A 
score of.men were out every afternoon 
and the entire student body waxed 
enthusiastic. The preceding séason 
had left a yearning-for the southern 
championship and circumstances seem- 
ed auspicious. Several practice games 
were played and won. All looked for- 
ward to the great game with Vir- 
ginia. Thousands assembled in At- 
lanta to see the contest begin. But 
the weight from Virginia could not be 
resisted, and the Georgians, fighting 
valiantly to the end, went down in 
defeat. ‘TThe game was lost, but a 
greater loss than this was Georgia’s, 
for on the sidelines lay the Georgia 
fullback seriously injured. Von Gam- 
mon died a hero’s death but his mem- 
ory remains as one who fought for 
the love of the game and fought true. 


Team Disbands After Accident. 


After this accident the season was 
declared at an end and the team. dis- 
banded. A bill was introduced before 
the state legislature outlawing foot- 
ball and was repealed only when the 
mother of Von Gammon went to the 
governor's mansion and personally 
asked the governor to void it. 


Manager Mitchell deserves much 
credit for his careful management 
under such trying circumstances. 
Captain Kent also worked hard and 
to him was due much of the assured 
success of the team. 


From the above it is seen that in 
five’ years—1892 to 1897—the Geor- 
gia football team rose from obscurity 
to foremost place on the~ southern 
gridiron. It might also be noted that 
during this perid the attendance at 
the university increased from 200 to 
380 and as as the Pandora puts it

Group Expected 
ToPleadPoverty 


Rome. October 31.—Dame Columbia 
‘wears silk stockings while all Lady 
Italia can afford is cotton. 

This fact, constituting part of the 
Italian array of comparative statis- 
tics, will be used by the Italian debt 
funding commission in arguing its 
case at Washington for reasonable 
terms of debt settlement. (The Ital- 
ian commission is due aboard the liner 
Duilio at New York tomorrow.) 


Fight for Living. 

The commissioners headed by Count 
Volpi di Misurata 
the attention of the Washington nego- 
tiators to the fact that the Italian 
workman has a stern fight to find the 
shoes, socks, suits and dresses with 
which he clothes his family. A ecom- 
parison will be drawn with the Amer- 
ican workingman, who can afford silk

This group 
of industries is so closely woven intu 
the fabrie of the whole industrial and 
commercial structure that a high rate 
of activity would go far toward as- 
suring good Lusiness and any marked 
recession would adversely affect the 
general prosperity. .There are peculiar 
difficulties invelved in any attempt. 
to appraise the current situation as 
to demand for and supply of build- 
ing space, but on the basis of such 
data as are available it appears that 
by the end of the current year, the 
shortages accumulated during’ the 
war period will have’ been on the 
average, about made up. 
Capital Is Important. ; 
“Demand, cost of construction and 
supply of capital are the most im- 
portant forces that control the build- 
ing industry. ‘Three principal factors 
in the demand which has resulted in 
the sustained program of the last: four 
years may be distinguished—the re- 
quirements of normal growth, demand 
resulting from a higher standard of 


living and the’ making up of the war- 
time shortage. 


“The so-called normal demand is 
that which results from the replace- 
ment of obsolete or destroyed facili- 
ties and from the natural population 
growth of the country and conse- 
quent expansion of Susiness. At the 
present time it is estimated that 
around three and a half or four billion 
doHars is required monthly to take 
care of this growth in the United 


7 


States. 


“One result of the war was a wider 
distribution of "the luxuries of life 
and a general raising of the standard 
of living in the United States, so 
that what satisfied people before the 
war does not satisfy them now. In 
the field of residential and in fact’ 
in all fields of construction this de- 
sire has oceasioned an extensive put 
immeasurable demand for new con- 
struction. 


“The demand attributable to these 
factors would not have caused the 
unwonted. activity witnessed in the 
last four yeers had there not been 
added the cumulative effect of war- 
time shortage.

“As demand for building and con- 
struetion returns to normal, prices of 
building material and of wages will 
become increasingly important factors 
in determining the amount of new 
building to be undertaken, both di- 
rectly and because of their influence 
on the availability-of capital.

New. York, October 31.—From the 
raging seas of mid-Atlantic, another 
epic tale of the American perchant 


marine ‘and the rescue of human lives 
was brought into port today. 

Unheralded by even the oe toot 
of a were whistle, the American 
trader, freighter of the American 
merchant lines, steamed up the bay 
with 33 men who had been sa. .d from 
the Norwegian vessel Elven, which 
sank in mid-ocean Monday. - The res- 
cue was made as the churning waves, 
rising inch by inch in the ship’s hold, 
threatened at any moment to sermd 
the human cargo to the bottom, 
along with their craft. 

The captain and the crew—and 
Teddy, the little dog mascot—all were 
saved by the American seaman, who 
duplicated a similar feat. achieved a 
few days previously by the President 
Harding. But Captain Hubbard C. 
Fish, master of the American mer- 
chantman, who stood laconically on 
the bridge while the pilot guided his 
ship into port, received nothing of 
the ovation which had been accorded 
Captain Grening of the Harding. 

The experience of Captain Fish, 
however, had all the thrills of the 
best sea story—huge, crushing waves, 
S..O. S. calls, a search through blind- 
ing weather which hid the sinking 
vessel, three trips in a storm- tossed 
small boat until all. were saved. 

Before her own misfortune, the 
Elven had stood by ready to aid the 
foundering Ignazio Florio, whose crew 
was saved by the President Harding. 


A week ago today after the Elven| 


had left the Florio she was struck by 
a battering wave.’ Lifeboats were 
swept away, the bulkheads smashed, 
the rudder knocked’from the ship. At 
10 that night, the Elven’s wireless 
crackled over the sea: 

“Latitude 49:14; longitude 42:06; 
breaking down quick ; am sinking 
fast.” 

Half an hour later the American 
merchantman, swinging back on her 
course, ‘replied she was on her way 
to the scene of. distress, plowing 
through the tossing sea at 154 knots. 


Let Captain Fish pick up the story. 
“On arrival there the gale had in- 
creased to hurricane force and vis- 


: ibility reduced to about one mile with 


high seas. We cruised in vi- 
cinity all day but were unable to lo- 
cate Elven until a clearing after 
dark, when we were both able to get 
our positions. 


“Several ships at great distances. 


tried to assist us with radio: bear- 
ings but that availed us nothing.- We 
came alongside the Elven at 10 p. m., 
October 25, but seas and wind were 
too .high to attempt lowering a life- 
boat until 6 a. m.. 

“The Elven’s lifeboats were smash- 
ed up and steering gear totally dis- 
abled, all doors smashed in, after 
bulwarks carried away and five feet 
of water in after hold. 


“We laid by close to all night, the 
weather moderating somewhat. We 
came close at 6 a. m., the -_ still 
— about 15 feet high. a 

No, 4 lifeboat in charge " 
ond O@icer Woodman and seven Base 
who made three trips to and from 
the Elven,-removing the entire crew 
of 32 men without mishap. 

“I cannot speak too highly of my 
crew and the efficient manner in 
which they performed their respective 
duties, 

“At 8 a. m., lifeboat was hoisted 
in and we proceeded on voyage, leay- 
ing 8. 8. Elven in sinking condition 
in latitude 49:28 north, longitude 
40:58 west, with 15 feet of water in 
after hold.” 

Captain Gens Marcussen, master 
of the Elven, then took up the tale 
and in his broken Norwegian English 
described a night when death grew 
nearer with each swish that brought 
the water higher in the hold. In half 
a dozen leaky spots, water crept into 
the ship. Every sea swept over the. 
decks and poured into the hatchways. 
The crew. fearing the fateful moment 
at any time, clung close together 
amidships—all but the engineer who 
stayed below manning the pumps, 
and the radio operator, who stuck 
to his key.

Japanese Minister 


Speaks in Atlanta. 

Rev. Z. Hinohara, pastor of the 
Central Methodist church in -Kobe, 
Japan, visited our city last Sunday 
and spoke at the St. Mark’sg church 
in the morning and at Trinity Method- 
ist in the evening. He is pastor of 
the first church ever established by 
Methodists in Japan in the first city 
that ever had missions in Japan. The 
late Bishop Walter Lambuth was at 
one time pastor of this same church. 

Dr. Hinokara is visiting the United 
States for the third time and is sent 
out by our board of missions in the 
interest of the missionary collections 
for promoting the work. He was con- 
verted under the ministry of Rey. 
Simeon Shaw, a former Georgian, who 
did evangelistic work in Japan 36 
years ago. 

The Central church in Kobe was 
founded in December, 1886, with eight 


members, six Americans, one Chinese 
and one Japanese, Since that time it 
has become self-supporting, its mem- 
bership has divided into three self- 
supporting churches in other parts of 
the city and a new mission church 
is being supported by its members at 
present. 
Dr. Hinohara brought encouraging 
messages about the boys who have 
been educated at Emory university 
and are now serving in Japan. Spe-

In1 925PetroleumProduction

The world’s production of petro- 
leum in 1925 is estimated at 1,058,- 


000,000 barrels or only about 4 1-2 
per cent greater than in 1924. The 
yearly production during the last 
three years has averaged close to 
1,030,000,000 barrels, the output dur- 
ing this time remaining, therefore, 
practically stationary. 


Production in the United States 
during 1925 is estimated at 755,000,- 
000 barrels, or 40-odd million barrels 
over 1924, this increase correspond- 
ing very closely, numerically, to the 
over-all increase of the world’s pro- 
duction during the same period, and 
if we attribute the gain in the world’s 
production during 1925 to the increas- 
ed yield of the United States, it fol- 
lows that the aggregate production 
from fields other than the United 
States has remained practically sta- 
tionary during the year. 

The United States easily retained 
its leading position, yielding 71.4 per 
cent of the total, the daily output 
during 1925 being not much over th 
average for the last three years, o 
somewhat over 2,000,000 barrels, this 
condition being in sharp contrast to 
that of the years previous to 1923. 
The output toward the end was but 
little in excess of that at the begin- 
ning of 1925 and it is expected that 
this condition will not materially 
change in the near future, 


The outstanding developments in 
the other producing regions have been 
the sharp decline of the Mexican 
fields, the rapid increase in. Vene- 


zuela, which more than doubled the 


yield of the preceding year, and the 
important although less spectacular 
increase in Russia, Persia, Roumania 
and Peru. 

Mexican Situation. 

The Mexican decline, aggregating 
26,000,000 barrels or about 19 per 
cent, has been due to the flooding 
and exhaustion of producing areas 
and the lack of discavery of impor- 
tant new fields. The daily production 
averaged about 390,000 barrels dur- 
ing the year, which represents about 
10.6 per cent of the world’s total. It 
will be seen that the combined produc-* 
tion of the United States and Mexico 
accounts for 82 per cent of the world’s 
output. 

Although the statistics are incom- 
plete, it is evident that there has been 
a marked improvement in the produc- 
tion of the Russian fields, which is 
estimated to have increased about 22 
per cent, the average daily yield be- 


Lewis’ Watch Is Rebuilt. 


The watch carried by Meriwether 
Lewis, in 1804, when he started out 
from what is now St, Louis, with 
Clark, on the Northwest expedition, 
has been rebuilt and is again a good 
timekeeper. The watch, originally was 
not mounted on jewels, but in brass 
bushings instead. ‘There are a multi- 
plicity of hands. The watch, now 
owned by R. B. Magruder of Clats- 
kanie, Oregon, has been given a lever 
escapement and mounted on jewels 
and keeps good time.

ing over 150,000 barrels, representing 
over 6 per cent of the total produc- 
tion of the world, 

The increase in production of the 
Persian fields has been consistent 
with past history and the systematic 
manner in which development has 
been carried on and production regu- 
lated in accordance with market re- 
quirements; the output increased ap- 
proximately 17 per cent, the daily fig- 
uges being close to 96,000 barrels, or 
3.3 per cent of the over-all total. 

The fields of the Dutch East In- 
dies showed a moderate increase of 
two or three million barrels in line 
with previous producing history, the 
daily average production being close 
to 60,000 barrels, or about 2 per cent 
of the grand total. 


The rapid increase in the Venezue- 
lan production has been the result 
of a fairly uniform yield during the 
year at the high rate reached at the 
close of 1924. The output increased 
from nine to nineteen million, or over 
100 per cent, and as a result Vene- 
guela has now displaced Roumania 
and ranks sixth in the world’s pro- 
ducing regions. The daily output of 
the fields averages about 52,000 bar- 
rels, representing about 52,000 bar- 
rels, representing 1.8 per cent of the 


‘world’s total. 


The yield of the Roumanian fields 
reached in 1925 the peak figure of 
15,000,000, which is about 2,000,000 
in excess of the previous year and 
represents the largest production at 
any time during the long history of 
these fields. The actual figures, there- 
fore, are not as important as the 
fact that Roumania, perhaps the-old- 
est producing country, has reached its 
highest production after many fluc- 
tuations since 1857. . The fields pro- 
duced an average daily of 41,000 bar- 
rels, representing about 1.4 per cent 
of the world’s output. 

The production of Peru increased 


‘from about 7,500,000 to 11,000,000, or 


about 26 per cent, and the country, 
which has been producing since 1896, 
reached a new maximum during the 
present year, with promises of greater 
yields in the future. The daily pro- 
duction is close to 30,000 barrels, rep- 
resenting 1 per cent of the grand 
total. 

The fields of India remained prac- 
tically stationary with a slight down- 
ward tendency. Poland, Argentina 
and Sarawak or North Borneo show- 

an increased output,. while the 
other miscellaneous fields showed 
slight gains or nominal losses.

Recreational W ork Outlined 
By Fifth District Chairman 


Mrs. Byroh H. Mathews, who has 


been recently appointed chairman of 
recreation for the fifth district .P.-T. 
A. outlines the work and importance 
of this Jepartment in the following 
article: 

“This year a recreation chairman 
has been added to the list in each P.- 
T. A. in the fifth district, in order that 
we ‘may plan for the spare ‘ime of 
the child, so that there may be a re- 
creation of both body and mind and 
lay a foundation for well spent leisure 
which will follow him throughout his 
entire life. Instead of criticizing the 
restlessness of the age, both teachers 
and parents must realize their re- 
sponsibility and unite forces to direct 
it into proper channels, 

“This committee should first make 
a survey cf the recreational habits 
of the boys and girls of the com- 
munity and find out. where and how 
they spend their leisure time, then be- 
gin to plan for thesocial life of the 
child, especially during the summer 
months. One of the most important 
things is the establishment of a play- 
ground, which, where possible, should 
have year-round supervision. Where 
trained supervisors are not available, 
it. is probable that members of the 
association would be willing t. assist. 
The playground does not necessarily 
have to be expensively equipped, in 
fact, the equipment may be quite in- 


expensive. There are a number of 


made by the special classes, such as 
sand bins, see-saws, jogging boards, 
aeting bars, etc. 

“In 1923 a bill passed by the Geor- 
gia legislature provides that any city 
or town can establish a recreation 
board and appropriate funds ‘from 
their treasury, or submit to the voters 
a bond issue or a special tax levy of 
one mill for the support of such a 
system. 

“Among the activitites suggested are 
the organization of Boy Scout ‘troops, 
Y. M. €. A., Girl Scouts, Camp Fire 
Girls, Girl Reserves, school orchestras, 
story hour at public library or park, 
pageants, May -day festivals and field 
day. Tt: athletic badge tests are also 
recommended as through them muscu- 
lar efficiency is develo 

“Plan one recreation program dur- 
ing the year discussing such subjects 
as ‘Recreation and its Relation to 
Health,’ ‘Play and its Relation to the 
Morale of the School,’ ‘Recreation vs. 
Delinquency,’ ‘Playgrounds a Means to 
Lessen Accidents,’ and if possible, 
have a demonstration of directed play 
by the physical director and one of 
the classes. 

“To sum up, our aim will be to 
awaken the community to a sense of 
its responsibility and duty in provid- 
ing recreational facilities for the child, 
which will satisfy his demand for ac- 
tivity in wholesome, constructive play, 
so that he may develop into the best 
kind of citizen, for after all vice is

better. 
Fifth District Meeting. 

The Fifth district meeting at Col- 
‘lege Park was splendidly attended and 
cInb work given an impetus which 
‘will last through the year. on, 
through the many meetings which it 
has been the privilege of the director 
to attend and to them all she caried 
some vital messages from the general 
federation. First, our part in the 
maintenance of the general federation. 
When we think of the splendid head- 
‘quarters of the D. A. R. in our na- 
tional capital, that of the U. D. C., 
we feel more than ever responsible 
that the three million club women of 
the United States should have head- 
quarters commensurate with the im- 
portance of the work as well as with 
the dignity of the causes we repre- 
sent.

Georgia 
has been asked along with the .other 
states to contribute five hundred dol- 
lars. By reason of the fact that the 
federation still owes @ note for some- 
thing over eiz..t hundred dollars, 
money we borrowed to meet the first 
donation to headquarters Georgia has 
not been able fo take her place along- 
side those other states which, having 
paid their original donations, are now 
making additional contributions to the 
maintenance fund. We confidently 
expect that this will not be called 
for agnin as after the endowment is 
raised the dues will probably support 
headquarters, but, be that as it may, 
when we remember the service head- 
quarters renders, information along 
any line of club work, programs, in 
fact help of any kind and in any 
quantity, we must realize that it takes 
money for printing, research, etc., 
etc., that your club and mine may 
have the best available help. along

any line. True we have had to con- 
centrate on our own Greater Tallu- 
lah, but that wonderful piece of work 
has been done and no state bas to its 
credit so magnificent a monument, but 
it behooves Georgia now to take her 
place without apology with the other 
states in the maintenance of our head- 
quarters. 3 

Then the coming convention to At- 
lantic City! We want Georgia to go: 
in large uumbers and your dircctor 
is trying to persuade the hotels that 
the quality of the Georgia represen- 
tation will warrant especial privi- 
leges as to rates. Your president. and 
director have not as yet decided on 
the hotel headquarters for “Georgia, 
but will in the near frture and Geor- 
gia clubwomen must be there in large 
numbers. There are a few things, 
however we must do before we go to 
Atlantic City, May 24, 1926. We must 
learn our Georgia song. We have 
heard how ‘the tall corn grows” in 
Towa, the song of “Indiana,” yet 
Georgia has never been able to sing 
her own song at any national meet- 
ing. Please let ‘every club in tife 
state make it a point to learn our 
Georgia song. ey only one of your 
number will go, ‘maybe all of your 
club will go, but be that as it may, 
let’s go singing our Georgia song, and 
knowing it so well that we really 
sing it. Every club meeting should 
open with’ this song and it is quite 
pretty enough to ask all the civic 
bodies in every town to learn it. 
So Jet’s tell Indiana, Iowa, Montana, 
and all the rest what Georgia has 
and “say it with the Georgia song.”

In a letter written to. Mrs. McCord 
Roberts, who was formerly state 
chairman of press for the Georgia 
Federation of Women's Clubs by 
James Ford, executive director of bet- 
ter homes for America, he gives a 
brief history of the campaign in 
Georgia which will be of interest to 


clab women, and will give informa- 
tion which many clubs request as to 
procedure for conducting a local cam- 
paign. He says: 

“The fourth national campaign for 
Better Homes in America, which cul- 
minated in Better Homes week, May 
11 to 17, 1925, was the largest and 
most successful in the history of that 
movement. Nineteen hundred com- 
munities conducted programs. These 
ranged all the way from a single lec- 
ture or discussion in the small com- 
munity, to the building and demon- 
stration of several houses in the 
Jarger cities. Atlanta, Georgia, and 
Santa Barbara, Calif., headed the list, 
each showing five completely furnish- 
ed and equipped hdémes for the family 
of moderate means. Port Huron, 
Michigan, for the second time since 
the movement started, demonstrated a 
house planned by school children. As 
in 1923, when a demonstration house 
was provided through the generosity 
of a citizen of the community, the 
students of a local Junior high school 
\ planned the house, under the guidance 
of a reputable architect. The budget 
ter building, furnishing, and main- 
tenance of the home, was done by the 
students; boys in the vocational 
classes helped with the labor, and the 
furnishings were selected by the stu- 
dents. This year. however, funds 
were provided for the building of the 
house by .the local board of educa- 
tion. The house is to be the property 
of the board. and .will be used as a 
. nent practiceshouse for the stu- 
dents of the Junior high school where 
_3t is located.

Letter From the State Regent — 


Iiaving just returned from ‘Wash- 
ingotn where she attended the na- 
tional board meeting, the state regent 
desires ‘to set forth some of ‘the out- 
standing phases of work which were 
transacted at this meeting, so that the 

A. R: of Georgia may keep in 
close touch with what is bemg done 
at headquarters and may have an un- 
derstanding of what is expected ‘of 
our state. 

Of course, the most important ques- 
tion under discussion, was the erec- 
tion of our new auditorium, and ‘the 
ways and means .of. financing this 
building. By a resolution ado ted ut 
the last ‘continental congress, this was 
to be done by personal gifts and by 
the sale -of bonas. Georgia, as you 
know, pledged $1,000 to this. The 
amount of bonds to be sold, will be re- 
dueed according to the sum of money 
contributed in personal gifts. ‘The 
bonds are to be on actual sale soon 


interest of G per cent. In the mean- 
time an intensive campaign is to be 
started, securing pledges for the pur- 
ehase of the bonds. Another item is 
this: There are to be 4,000 seats in 
the auditorium, and these are to be 
sold at $150 a seat. As there are 
150,000 members in the society, these 
seats will be sold rapidly. They are 
to be assigned in the order in which 
the money for them is received. It is 
hoped that many chapters and _ in- 
dividuals in -Georgia will purchase 
these seats, honoring regents or other 
members of their chapter, or dedi- 
cating them to the memory of those 
members who have passed on. This 
matter cannot be delayed too long. 
for these 4,000 seats will be sold rap- 
idly. They will bear an inscription 
stuting in whose honor or in whose 
memory the seats are dedicated. This 
will reduce the amount of bonds by 
$600,000, ° 

Then there gre to be 52 boxes 
placed in horseshoe shape around the 
sides of the room. These are to cost 
$1,500 and are to be alloted accord- 
ing to the order in which the states 
were admitted into the union. Geor- 
gia’s place will, therefore, be fourih. 
At our recent state board meeting, a 
recomnpfendation was adopted that 
Georgia speak for her box at once. 
Two years from the first of January 
will be allowed in which to pay for the 
box. While attending the meeting of 
the auditorium committee the day pre- 
ceding the board meeting; I learned 
that the national society intended to 
retain control of the boxes, even 
though they were purchased by the 
states. Realizing how disappointed 
‘the Georgia Daughters would be if 


ithey could not have the use of their 


own box for their distinguished guests.

And so Mary Pickford landed in the 
nrovies at $25 a week.

Born Gladys Smith, up 
in Toronto, she had gone on the stage 


when she was only five, and had been ~ 


the mainstay of her widowed mother 
and her brother and two sisters for 


years already. Financial reverses, the . 


loss of her mean little stage part, had 
sent her to the movies. 

She was engaged primarily for 
“Pippa Passes,’”’ - moviedom’s | first 
classic, but the director decided she 
was a little too fat for the part, and 


so they kept her in such film plays as— 


“The Lonely Villa,” “Sweet and 
Twenty,” “The Way of Man,” “‘They

That was. the Biograph’s last win- 
ter in New York. After that they 
went to Hollywood, which was al- 
ready looming up as the motion pic- 
ture city of the west, and Mary Pick- 
ford began to be filmed with ocean 
beaches and Spanish missions in the 
background, Her sweetheart, Owen 
Moore, did not go along with the 
company, refusing to sign the contract 
until his salary was raised $104 

But Mary’s little brother Jack, nine 
years old, went along. He sat on the 
steps of the studio and just howled 
about his big sister’s leaving until the 
director softened and took him al ng. 

When fans began to grow interested 
in Mary Pickford, Biograph’s sec ‘ecy 
about her began to be assailed. 


Mrs. Griffith writes. 


‘Stacks of mail were arriving daily 
imploring the names of players, but 
of this no hint was given to the actor,” 
“How surprised 
I was when my husband said to me, 
‘You know we are getting as many as 
twenty-five letters a day about Mary 
Pickford.’ 

“Did you tell her?’ 

*“ ‘No, I don’t want her 
a raise in salary.’ ” 


But Mary finally got her raise, Mrs. 
Griffith tells about it as follows: 

“I knew Mary brought a business 
head with her to Biograph. Mr. Grif- 
fith had told her that if she’d ‘be a 
good sport about doing what little un- 
pleasant stunts the stories might call 
for he would raise her salary. The 
first came in ‘They Would Elope.’ 


‘‘The scene called for the overturn- ° 


ing of the canoe in which the elopers 


were escaping down the muddy Pas- 
saic. Not a second did Mary demur, 
but obediently flopped into the river. 
The scene over, wet and dirty, the 
boys fished her out and rushed her to 
our automobile. | 


‘‘Mary’s place in the car was be- 
tween my husband and myself.

Deism 
is distinguished from Atheism in that it 
holds to the existence of God; from 
Pantheism in that it stresses the trans- 
cendence of God; from Theism in that 
it denies the miraculous and any su- 
pernatural manifestation. The Deist 
conceives of God as a cfeator who 
permitted his creation to administer 
itself through natural law. Deism 


gives us an siechiée God outside the 
world... 


R. W. N. CLARK writes: “But 
it is apparent that the universe 


operates or is operated from within. | 


The forces that are found at work are 
resident forces, existing and acting 
within the system. — It is not to be as- 
sumed that this is all that one can 
know. about them, but this we all 
know. The universe has the appear- 
ance of a self-working system. Not 
only its vastness, but its internal self- 
sufficiency forbids us to think of it as 
controlled from. without. 


If God’ is the resident force of the 
great system, and it is operated from 
within, then certainly he_ is within, 
with his operative will and energy.” 

{V.—Pantheism interprets all real. 
ity as a direct expression of the ac. 
tivity of God. As its name signifies, 
Pantheism holds that everything is 
God and God is everything. 

The Pantheists stretch the divine out 


to such thinness until faith is left with- 


cut a foundation. The personality of 
God is denied and he comes to con- 
sciousness only in finite beings. The 
dim conception of the God who is left 
to us is a God who is not good,’ since 
his activity is in the evil as truly as in 
the good. 

Dr. W. F. Tillett says: ‘Absorption 
into deity is the end of all finite exist- 
ence alike, whether it be good or bad; 
indeed, the distinction between things 
good and bad largely disappears un- 
der Pantheism. The Pantheist says 
that it is impossible to conceive of the 
Infinite as a person. But in denying 
personality to God and individual im- 
mortality to man, Pantheism robs man 
of all moral values, and God of every- 
thing that dignifies and ennobles him, 


and hence is practically no better than 
materialism.’?’ We have an illustra- 
tion in which extremes, in expression, 
at least, meet. ‘ 

There is no logical stopping place 
between the declaration of Pantheism 
that everything is God and the decla- 
ration of Atheism that there is no God. 

Deism denied the imminence of 
God and leaves us without a God who 
works with us in the world. Panthe- 
ism denies that transcendence of God 
and leaves us without a God who is 
anything more than the natural pro- 
cesses of the world. 

Pantheism turns the verdict of the 
moral consciousness, the voice of con- 
Science into a delusion and leaves us 


in a world which mocks our highest - 


aspirations. Dr. B. P. Bower gives 


expression to its unreasonableness: 
“The Pantheistic view has insuperable 
difficulties. The problem of knowl- 


edge is insoluble except as we main- — 


tain the freedom of both the finite and 
infinite spirit. That all things depend 
on God is a necessary affirmation of 
thought, but that are things and 
thoughts and activities are divine is 
unintelligible in the first place, -and 
self-destructive in the next. That God 


should know our thoughts and feelings 


and appreciate them is quite intelli- 


gible, but that our thoughts and feel- 
ings are his in any other sense is a. 


psychological contradiction. If, how- 
ever, we insist on So Saying, then rea- 
son simply commits suicide. It is God 


who thinks and feels in our thinking- 
and feeling, and hence jt is God who - . 
blunders in our stupidity, and it is God.

TLANTA Always ‘Ahead!’ or 
some other modest phraseology 
to the same effect, is the self-effacing 
slogan employed by Georgia’s capital 
city. Atlantans will try most anything 
once, and what more natural than that 

should turn to Alp-climbing? 

There was still another reason why 
the Atlanta Alpine association was 
formed so quickly. In Atlanta are 
quite a number of busy business and 
professional men who have always 
strongly desired to climb the Alps, but 
who have been so strenuously engag- 


ed that they have never had any op- 
portunity to take the time off to go 


-. to Switzerland. But now that Florida 


has brought the Alps practically with- 
in a night’s ride, the situation is quite 
different. Thus is was that as soon 
as they learned of the discovery of 
the Florida Alps they resolved to 
achieve, at once, the ambition of a 
lifetime. 


The party was quickly formed and 
all supplies necessary to an expedition 
of this kind thaf®they could think of 
were secured.

Without discounting the 
marksmanship of hunters of that sec- 
tion—and there are many who are 


 yated as the best in the south—the 


shooting is not so difficult as in north 
Georgia where bramble, ravines, gul- 
lies and thick clumps of woods try 
the best and quickest shooters. 


A LREADY the old and experi- 
enced dogs are being ‘warmed 
up” by owners who sally forth un- 
armed pending opening of the season 
on November 20.

Mr. Bedingfield owns “Nell,” a sis- 


ter of Dr. Lee’s “Jap,” probably one

hunting season at dawn, after an early 
breakfast of country ham, fresh eggs, 
grits and toast at the hospitable Bed- 
ingfield home in Cadwell. Equipped 
with sufficient ammunition and guns 
to kill all the quail in three counties, 
we drove a distance of about eight 
miles hgfore haliing the car at a ten- 
ant house on the vast Bedingfield 
acreage in Laurens and Dodge coun- 
ties. 

We left the car at this point, leav- 
ing two of the dogs to be used in the 
afternoon. It was a typical spring 
day, crisp and rather sharp, biting 
winds. With Prince, the three-legged 
dog which Dr. Lee had boasted would 
lead the pack, and two others of the 
quintet we had brought along, we 
climbed the fence in the rear of the 
barn and struck across an oat field in 
the direction of woods not more than 
400 yards away. Long before we 
reached the fence the dogs had clam- 
bered over and were out of sight— 
but not for long. As we neared the 
fence the three dogs, Prince in the 
forefront, were lined up in single file, 
motionless, apparently oblivious of 
our approach and on a “dead point.”’ 
What a sight. We couldn’t resist tak- 
ing a snapshot of the view with a 
trusty little 3x4 kodak. 

“There they are, gents,’’ said Dr. 
Lee, “and what did I tell you—old 
Prince found ’em first.” That was 
evident. He was nearest the hidden 
birds and almost in the center of the 
covey which had been feeding and,

It had grown warmer in the mean- 
time and the gun shells and sand- 


With a brief rest, with food for 
ourselves and the five dogs, we set. 


out for the other side of the farm and 
along a small creek, With two fresh 
dogs the three which had hunted in 
ihe morning were spurred on and we 
had almost as good luck in the after- 
noon. 

Late in the afternoon, with the sun 
not more than half an hour high— 
one usually refers to the time in that 
language in the country.

when it was almost time to “take out’’

The former had 
served with the 82d division in France 
and under Major Clark Howell, Jr.— 
hence this humble servant rather 
proudly bolted into the erstwhile ma- 
jor’s office and tossed a string of quail 
onto his polished desk, and then passed 
on a string to the managing editor,
